It is being 
handled by the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board, through its industrial | 
branch and the selective service 
branch of the labor department. |

United States 


Leases North 
Railroad Line 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 19—(AP) 
—The war department announced 
today that the United States 
Army has leased for the war’s 


duration the short line White 
Pass and Yukon route railway 
linking the new Alaska highway 
with the Pacific coast. 

The line extends irém Skagway, 
Alaska, to Whitehorse, Yukon 
Territory, through which the new 
Alaskan-Canadian military highway 
passes. Whitehorse is headquarters 
of the army’s North-West service 
command, 

The highway, being built by the 
army engineers, is expected to be 
completed by Dee. 1 for military 
use this winter 

The railway already is being op- 


erated by the Military Railway 
Service, with Major John E. Aus- 
land, of the Engineer Corps, in 
charge 

Technical supervision is under 
Brig. Gen. Carl R. Gray, Jv., com- 
mander of the Military Railway

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The Caribou 


The torpedoing of the Caribou was a 
characteristic exhibition of Nazi savag- 
ery. The assassin who directed the attack 
ran true to form and kept the tradi 
of his order. The ship was not a wat 
nor was it even engaged temporarily in 
war service. It was a passenger Steamer, 
plying as it had plied for sixteen years 
between Sydney, Nova Scotia, and Port- 
aux-Basques, Newfoundland. 

There were navymen and airmen and 
soldiers aboard the ferry, but only be- 
cause it was convenient for them to trevel 
that way instead of by other means of 
transportation which were available to 
them, The ferry service was not an essen- 
tial part of our defence system and its 
interruption could be of no advantage to 
the enemy, 

The sinking was an act of sheer mal- 
evolence, without justifying purpose, and 
it was carried out in the lilegal and typical- 
ly brutal Nazi way. No warning was giv- 
en, aS required by international sea law. 
The blow was struck in true assassin 
manner, while the passengers were asleep 
in their berths. 

One hundred and thirty seven passen- 
gers and crewmen were drowned. But one 
hundred and one escaped and were picked 
up by naval vessels. To that extent the 
attack failed of its purpose, for it was 
not the intention of the’ submarine com- 
mander that any should survive. He plan- 
ned to kill, and tried to kill, every man, 
woman and child on the Caribou. And to 
make sure that his blow had been deadly 
he came to the surface and watched the 
victims struggling in the water until 
frightened into hiding by the approach of 
the patrol boats. 

Civilians from seven of the nine prov- 
inces perished, along with five from the 
United States and twenty-six from New- 
foundland. Of the crew thirty-one were 
drowned, including one Canadian, 

Throughout Canada, as well as in the 
United States and Newfoundland, there is 
hot anger, as well as grief, at this act of 
barbarism.

Axis in Tight Spot as Ventures Costly 


The Axis is beginning to run into 
difficulties, It is no longer able to 
bring ambitious military ventures 
to a successful con clusion. And the 
nature of the ventures is such that 
if they are not brought to a 
cessful conclusion they prove so 
costly and expose Axis forces to so 
much peril in the future that they 
had much better not have been 
started.
